That Janesville is to have a public 
health dispensary iri the near future 
was determined at an 
enthusiastic 
meeting of men and women, held last 
.evening in trie ircrary. 
The project 
was started by the Rotary club and 


I the City'Federation of Women, both 
of whom are represented In the afta.r 
by committees, -who are empowered to 
go on and make necessaiy arrange- 
ments for the starting of the dispen- 
sary. 
- 
, 
Some location will be 
secured, 
a 
staff of officers chosen from the medi- 
cal profession, and plans made 
for 
regular days for clinics. 
Small fees 
will be charged which will help 
to 
make the plan self supporting. 
Also 
there is a sum of money available 
from the tuberculosis 
fund, 
raised 


from, the Red Cross drive, which is 
still in the hands ..of tho local chair-, 
man,' 'Father 
Willmann. 
Also 
the 
state has an appropriation to fight 
venereal diseases, which -will pay ex- 
penses of the medicines and auena- 
ance needed for those cases. 


:Last evening both Dr.'C. F. Thomp- 


son, 
Madison, who is working in con- 
nection with the state board of health, 
and Theodore J. Werle, field secre- 
tary of the anti-tuberculosis society, 
were present and gave information 
along their different lines of work. 
Dr. Thompson who is a captain in 
the medical corp of the army gave a 
talk In which he stated frankly, the 
great prevalence of venereal diseases 
in any community, and the great need 
ot combating- the i/.iseases In'the in- 
terest of public '»»alth. 
He 
stated 
that there were • -obably 500 cases 
.of these diseases J i this community 
and they could l i t be reached ex- 
cept in a public cilnic, which treated 
all kinds .of ailments. He: pointed out. 
the-aid, which the state was prepared 
to give, if a dispensary or clinic was 
arranged. . 
» 
The state officials have arranged a 
large educational program which In- 
cludes placards, leaflets, , pamphlets, 
lecturers, films and other materials. 
He showed that syphilis was one of 
the four- or five largest 
causes' of 
death, and that .but little had been 
done to comba.t the scourge, and as it. 
was very contagious it was a 
great- 
menace to public health. It had, been 
found that it ranked with tuberculosis, 
cancer and pneumonia, in its fatality. 
Mr. Wer'.e took ' up the plan of a 
dispensary in detail, and showed how 
it was vitally needed by the working 
people who were earning a moder- 
ate wage.- He also showed, that t.iie 
medical profession .need not fear the 
loss of practice, as the people who 
would-patronize the clinic wottld not 
be'able to pay regular fees.. 
He also showed that the loss 
of 
wages by illness was quite an item to 
working people, who did not secure 
the medical care they needed in time 
to ward off -serious disease, and often 
times contagious epidemics -were start- 
ed which might have been headed 
oft if the incipient cases were noted 
in the first place. 
About.60-per cent of.cases of illness, 


in a community he stc jd,..clid 
not 
have the care oC physicians. He ad- 
x'isei! the examination of school chil- 
dren, and also as far as possible the 
examination of all employees in fac- 
tories, as part of the regular work of 
the clinic. He also gave advice on the 
simple outfit required ,and other mat- 
ters in connection therewith.

HESTNUT Is one of this country's best known and best loved trees. 
because of Its beauty and utility; but owing to the chestnut blight 
which has destroyed millions of dollars worth of these trees 
it 


t--jmay not be many years before It is. added to that melancholy list of 
InTeTcaa animals and planrts of which, like the buffalo and the black, wal- 
nut, it must be said "formerly common, now rare." 


The chestnut Is found in most" of the Sxtates east of the Mississippi. 


iTho finest chestnut trees in the world are found In the southern Appalachian 
Wtmtains, especially in western North Carolina and eastern Tennessee 
The chestnut has many features that distinguish it from its neighbors at 
every season of the year. To the Indians it. Is O-heh-yah-tah, which means 


"the prickly laur." Early In July, long after other trees have bloomed, 
the chestnut suddenly blazes Into a wealth of odorous, cream-colored blos- 
soms and forms one of. the most striking features of the landscape. Th« 
flo-irera that produce the nuts are separate from the others and much les» 
noticeable because ther consist of Email, spikes with a few green, scaly 
Moa»oms These two kinds.rf blooms do not usually appear at the same 
time on one tree. Two or 4hree and sometimes only one of the nut-pro- 
dnclag flowers on the bfcwaom are fertilized and grow Into prickly burs. 


At first the young bure are very small, but by the middle of August 


they are full-rtaed. 
The first heavy frost of auturrm causes the bur to 


separate Into four parts, disclosing two to four shining nuts resting| in a 
bed of sott brown velvet. The buds are one of the best means of identifying 
this tree in winter. They stand singly on strong-growing branches; every 
fifth bud stands directly above the one from which counting begins, and 
If a string 1» drawn, from bud to bud It will form a spiral, passing twice 
wound the branch from -the first bud to the flfth.

When a fellow who .ha& seen and 
knows of the great waste in the de- 
struction of, the many thousands of 
pounds1 of small "immature perch that 
have been caught' in nets, and placed 
on the market for . one-half cent to 
two cents per pound, and many of the 
dealers could not find a way to dispose 
them to any advantage, that they.had 
to be sent to the garbage grounds 
on account of not being- able to find a 
market for them before they spoiled, 
and nobody got any. value -for the>r 
time and labor and -expense that was 
attached thereto in the transaction in 
the catching and handling- of the fish, 
a total loss to the dealer that bought 
the fish. Perch have been bought at 
times that are past and- gone, for ILS 
low as 25 cents per hundred pounds. 


Great quantities of perch that are 
caught and canot be disposed, of. fresh 
on acount of the1 over-supply of^fisb. 


on the' market, in this later day per- 


- iod, fish" of any.value are bought by 
the wholesale flsh dealers and frozen 
and kept in cold storage until such 
time there is demand for such ilsh. 
During the winter months when fish 
are scarce and hard to get, the deal- 
ers have an opportunity to unload the 
flsh for fair renumeration.

Tlic Perch 1/aw. 


The commission believes that the 


S-inch perch law affecting the waters 
of Green Bay should be repealed. 
In 
these waters great numbers of perch 
are caught annually by fishermen with 
fyke, and gill nets. 
Soon after the S- 
inch law went into effect, fishermen 
complained that if the law was strict- 
ly enforced they would be driven out 
of business. Pressure from fishermen 
became so strong that the commission 
instituted^ on investigation extending, 
its inquiries to the dealers as well as 
are fishermen and personally examin- 
ed the flsh and kept tab on the size 
and numbers taken from the nets when 
lifted by the fishermen. This resulted 
in finding that not to exceed five per 
cent of the perch caught in Green- 
Bay waters reached the S-inch size. 


Because of the -war demand for. food 
production and conservation." the com- 
mission decided not to 
enforce 
the 


S inch provision of. the law, it being 
clear that to do .so would virtually 
elminate perch as a food supply. 


We did not allow any perch to be 
shipped out of tho state under S-inches 
nor did we allow 
the fishermen 
to 
place any perch on the market less 
than 7 inches in length, they were all 
placed and sold in' the home markets 
of the state. • . 


It is a question with the commission 
now whether many perch in the upper 
end of Green Bay ever reach the b- 
inch size as the food conditions are not 
.altogether favorable,' or there is an 
over-abundance of fish. J^ower down 


I In the bay from Little Sturgeon to 
1 Washington 
Island, 
the 
fisherr-.en 


i made no complaint about the S-inch. 
law; in fact they seemed to be well- 
satisfied with it. The same sentiment 
prevails among the fishermen on the 
Lake Michigan side of the peninsula.

SIDE LIGHTS on the 
CIRCUS BUSINESS

Forepaugh Circuses. 


While 1 am telling you of tho trials 


and trouble* o£ tho blr clrcuiwc» In .the 
early days, there la one more town 
that I wont to mention, and while our 
trouble* there were not of a eerlous 
nature, yet 1 sot my -warning- letter 
from the advance ag-ent to be zure to 
give more than their contract called 
for and if they did not ask for too 
much, hie advice was for us to settle. 


So the nrst thing I did in the mora- 
ine was to go to the city hall/and pay 
the licenee which called for a 
free 
city parade- and police protection dur- 
ing- the day. 
But in face of ta.ll this, 
the parade had only reached the prin- 
ciple four corners of the town when 
the chief of police stopped tho parade 
and demanded $26.00 more license, 
for the reason, he said, that the wa- 
gons were much heavier than our ad- 
vance agent had reported they yrerc, 
and that on account of tho damago 
they would do to the streets, wo would 
have to pay $25 extra before tho par- 
ade could move on. This we did,, and 
nothing- happened until the opening of 
the show In the afternoon. 
This town, was by the way, Fre- 
mont, Ohio. 
If the reader will go 
back a few years, you will remember 
that Lutherford B. Hayes of Fremont, 
Ohio was elected president. While on 
his retirement from the White House, 
he did not leave a record like that of 
George Washington or Abraham Lin- 
coln, yet I have, always felt that..he 
was the beat man in Fremont. 
Tho Jot which wo showed on be- 
longed to the ox-president a few yards 
away from his beautiful residence ana 
Inside the city limits. 
The chief of police was very offi- 


cious E..11 day long, and when I opened 
the bitf wagon in the afternoon to the 
large crowd he stood about 100 feet 
back l.'rom the wagon. 
The second I 
raised tho ticket door he raised his 
official club high in the n-lr and said: 
"Young- man, it 1 catch you passing 
out any counterfeit money or short- 
changing anyone in Fremont today 1 
will arrest you." Before I commenced 
selling- tickets I said to 
the 
chief, 
-You Bcem bound to arrest someone 
•with the circus today, and my advice 
to you is if you must put someone 
belonging to the circus under arrest, 
pick out some man that is not as busy 
as-I am, for I am .the busiest man 
around the show and 
would abso- 


lutely refuse to go with you if you did 
arrest me." 
Then I went to work 
selling the tickets to tho big after- 
noon house, and all the afternoon, 
while paying the hotel bill, feed men, 
etc., tho chief was always on -guard 
around the wagon, but no trouble of 
any kind came until later. 
Late that night when one of the 
big wagons was leaving the grounds 
one of the larger ones ran against a 
city oil lamp post and broke it down. 
•While we wanted to pay for the lamp 
post, no one seemed to know how 
much to charge. 
One of the officials 
stated that it wouldxhave to be re- 
placed in. a short- time anyway be- 
cause it was decayed and the dam- 
age did not amount to much. 
About 1 o'clock that night, after 


everything was loaded, all the three 
sections of the show and the trains 
almost ready to pull out, the chief at 
police coine to Mr. Forepaugh s ear 
and demanded 
$45 for the broken 


post." The original cost when new, all
